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Dr.  Williain  P.  Hytche  was  born  in 
Porter,  Oklahoma,  and  educated  in 
he  pubhc  schools  of  Fort  Gilison  and 
Tallahassee,  Oklahoma.  He  received 
^lis  Bachelor  of  Science  Degi'ee  from 
^angston  University,  and  his  Masters 
uid  Doctorate  degrees  from  Okla- 
loma  State  Umversity.  He  has  also 
studied  at  the  University  of  Heidel-

The  Honorable  Paul  Spyros  Sarbanes 
U.S.  Senator  from  Maryland 
Paul  SpjTos  Sarbanes  was  elected  to  the  U.S. 
Senate  in  1976  and  re-elected  in  1982  and  1988.  He 
serves  as  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Economic 
Committee  as  well  as  member  of  the  Senate  For- 
eign Relations  Committee  and  member  of  the  Sen- 
ate Committee  on  Banking,  Housing  and  Urban  Af- 
fairs. 

In  1970  Mr.  Sarbanes  was  elected  to  the  first  of 
three  consecutive  terms  in  the  U.S.  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. He  served  on  the  House  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee, Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  Committee 
and  the  Select  Committee  on  House  Re- 
organization. 

From  1961  to  1970  he  was  an  associate  in  Bal- 
timore law  firms.  He  served  in  the  Maryland  House 
of  Delegates  during  1966  to  1970. 

Senator  Sarbanes  earned  an  A.B.  degree  magna 
cum  laude  from  Princeton  University  and  was  a  Rhodes  Scholar  at  Oxford.  He  earned  a  law 
degree  from  Harvard  cum  laude.  Born  in  Sahsbury,  Maryland,  he  is  the  spouse  of  Christine 
Dunbar  and  the  father  of  two  sons  and  a  daughter.

Dr.  John  S.  Toll  has  shaped  higher  education  in 
Maryland  and  elsewhere  as  an  administrator  and  a 
scholar.  As  chief  executive  of  the  University  of  Ma- 
ryland System  fi-om  1978  to  1990,  he  directed  the 
reorganization  that  expanded  the  state's  higher  ed- 
ucation network  into  the  present  15-campus  sys- 
tem. 

In  1978,  Dr.  Toll  collaborated  with  Dr.  William  P. 
Hytche,  chief  executive  at  the  University  of  Mary- 
land Eastern  Shore,  for  a  prospectus  that  led  to  the 
first  new  degree  offerings  at  UMES  in  more  than 
30  years.  Before  becoming  chief  executive  (pres- 
ident, 1978-88;  chancellor,  1988-90),  Dr.  Toll  was 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Phys- 
ics at  the  University  of  Maryland  College  Park.  He 
was  president  of  the  State  University  of  New  York 
at  Stony  Brook  from  1965  to  1978. 

Born  in  Denver,  Eh-.  Toll  graduated  with  highest  honors  fi-om  Yale  University  and  earned 
master's  and  doctoral  degrees  from  Princeton  University.  He  is  the  spouse  of  the  former  Deb- 
orah Ann  Tainter  and  the  father  of  three  daughters.
